Caltrans to cease and desist from violations, or to clean up waste and abate existing or
threatened conditions of pollution or nuisance; admlmstratlve assessment of civil liability
in amounts of up to $5,000 per day per v:olatlon referral to the State Attorney General
for injunctive relief; and referral to the District Attorney for. criminal prosecution.

Monitoring Requirement C.2 requires that two groundwater monitoring welis be
located downgradient from the leach field to provide water quality information in shallow
groundwater that may be impacted by wastewater discharges. The groundwater
gradient has consistently been reported as southerly. The wells are located northeast,
west, and southwest of the leach field. No well is located immediately downgradient of
the leach field. Please submit @ work plan proposing the location, drilling methods, and
well construction details for a new monitoring well downgradient of the leach field.

The order requires monitoring of the top five feet of the first groundwater encountered.
The screened intervals for all three existing wells are lower than water levels reported in
the reviewed monitoring reports. Evaluate whether the existing wells with submerged
screens are usable to provide groundwater samples representative of the top of the first
water bearing zone. If the existing monitoring wells are not usable, include a proposal
for replacement monitoring wells in the work plan. The work plan should be provided to
the Regional Board no later than October 8, 2009.

9. Monitoring Requirement F.1 requires semiannual reports to be submitted by
August 1 or February 1. The January to June 2007 submittal was dated and
received on August 7, 2007, past the due date. The July to December 2008
submittal was dated March 12, 2009 and received on March 23, 2009, past the
due date.
